‘he fears of Church people can be allayed, and assure the authorities 
that the best efforts of the bishops, clergy, and laity are enlisted in the 


support of law and order. 


In his addréss to the General Synod, the Primate ‘spoke of the

and bloodshed which has been in 


existence for some time in parts of the country, North and South,’’ and 


said that the most awful thing that 
should become a war of religion. 


LOYAL CHURCHMEN, 
——— 


READY TO DO THEIR DUTY AS 
IRISHMEN. 


In his address to the General Synod of the 
Church of Ireland yesterday, the Primate re- 
ferred to the state of the country. It wae im- 
possible to meet there that day, he said, without 
some reflection upon the present condition of 
tho country. Personally, he confessed that he 
remained, after all that had happened, and in 
spite of the disastrous “blunders of a succession 
of British Governments, a firm believer in the 
principles which they bad been accustomed to 
deectibe as Unionism. He believed that coun- 
tries which were so inevitably linked by 
viatural and economic bonds as Great Britain 
and Ircland could not be separated without 
creat mischicf to both, and he thought that 
lreland must suffer from the loes of that com- 
manding position which she occupied in the 
creat Imperial Parliament of the British Em- 
pire. (Hear, hear.) Those were bis convictions, 
and he found them so grounded in reason and 
fact that he could not imagine any influence 
which would change them. 

“However, we must face things as they are,” 
the Primate continued. “‘We have to prepare 
to meet a new order in this country, and this, 
I think, I may fearlessly assert—that the clergy 
and Jaity of the Church of Ireland, whether 
they live under the rule of the Government of 
Northern Irtland or under the Government of 
Southern Lreiand, are prepared to do their duty 
as Irishmen, to obey the law of the State to 
which they belong, anc to endeavour to main- 
tain the peace and prosperity gf the com- 
munity. Further, I can state with absclute 
assurance that we desire most earnestly to 
promote the welfare of Ireland as a whole; we 
long to see her happy and contented, and ve 
are most anxious to live on terms of good-will 
with all classes and creeds among our fellow- 
countrymen. 


NIGHTMARE OF VIOLENCE, 
“TIT may also venture to say a few earnest 


words on a subject which has becu pressing of 
late, with a beavy weight of anxiety, on the 
hearts of us ali. We bave observed with grow- 
ing apprehension the vrecigu of terror—I may 
gas a veritablo nightmare of violence and 
bicoodshed—which has been in existence for 
some time in parts of our country, North and 
South. It igright that we should emphasise 
again the truth which hes been urged so often 
ei late by leaders of our Church, end by so 
many others who can speak for the Christian 
conscience in this country, that murder is 
murder by whomsoever committed—(heer, 
hear)—~and that for such deeds there can issue 
nething but shame and confusion. The break- 
ing of the great Divine law regarding the 
sanctity of human life is the most terrible 
symptom, and also cause, of moral and social 
enarchy. It is a sin which sirikes at the root 
of all human well-being. i 

“ T feel, further, that we cannot meet here 
io-day without expressing th: deep sorrow with 
which we heard of the shocking, dcaths recently 
‘afticted on some members of our Church, and 
ct the expulsion of many others. We know 
not what may be behind these appalling out. 
rages. But it is a sinister fact that in one dis- 
inict there should be eo many horriblo crimes, 
of which the victims were all Protesiants. 
Nothing more awful could hapres than that the 
political strifo in tbe country should become a 
war of religions. 

“ Everyone who seeks ihe welfare and peace of 
our own. land should § stri’c to preveut that. 
Moreover, it should surely be a point of honour 
with a majority io protect a. minority froin 
vielence and wrong. There are parts of this 
country where the members of our Church are 
so few and scattered as to be. gá a a of re- 
sistance against any atiack. If Lrishmen retain 
snythivg’ of their old kindliness and chivalry, 
the very weakness of these pcople wil) be their 
protection. Let us be very carnest and con- 
etant in prayer for the peace of ovr country, 
for ovr Church in these difficult deys, and 
especially for those who are now living in deop 
anxiety.”

DANGER TO PROTESTANTS.

DEPUTATION TO PROVISIONAL 
GOVERN MENT, 

The Archbishop of Dublin presided at a 
, meeting of the members of the General Synod 
of the Church of Ireland resident in the twenty- 
giz counties, which was held last evening in the 
Synod Hall, Dublin. The following resolutions 
were adopted :— 

(1). “That this meeting of bishops, clergy, 
and laymen, being members of the General 
Synod of the Church of Ireland resident wtihin 
the 26 counties, and assembled to the number 
of 230, express our horror gt the outbreaks of 
Jawiessness and savage murders which, both in 
the North and South of Ireland, have become 
frequent within recent times, and brought dis- 
grace upon our native land. 

“We feel that in some cases it is certrin 
that these outrages have been inspired by 
sectarian, as well as by political, animus; and 
we call on men of good-will of all religious 
persuasions to unite in an earnest effort to im- 
sow upon all sections of our fellow-countrymen 
he duty of allegiance to the lawa of God, and 
the claims of our common Christianitr. 

(2). ‘That the’ Archbishop’ of Dublin, with 
some representative synodsmen, be requested to 
seek an interview with the Provisional Govern- 
ment, in order to lay before them the dangers 
to which Protestants in the twenty-six counties 
are daily exposed; to ask for advice as to the 
best war in wiiich the apprehensions of our 
Church people may be allayed, and to state 
that the best efforts of the bishops. clergy, and 
laity of the Church of Ireland wil) always be 
enlisted im the cause of Jaw and order. - 

(3). “ That the Archbishop of Dublin, the 
Bishop of Cashel, and Sir Williarn Goulding be 
asked to interview the Provisional Government 
on behalf ‘of this meeting.”

ANOTHER SCHEME TO HELP 
VICTIMS. , 


The Secretary of the Irish Registration 
Bureau, “64 Victoria street, Westminster, 
London, 58.W., issued the following statement 
last night :— 

“ British citizens of all classes and religion 
are arriving daily in London in increasing num- 
bers. The campaign against them in Ireland 
is becoming intensificd. Most of the refugees 
have been turned out at short notice from their 
homes, and have not been allowed to bring 
away any of their personal belongings, except 
a few necessaries.! They are arriving from all 
parts of the 26 counties, and the stories that 
they bring show that there is a well-organised 
combination forcing the evacuation of everyone 
who has in the past shown any sympathy or 
friendship for the British connection. 

“Although many of these people have 
accepted the situation, and are willing loyally 
to serve the Provisional Government, this very 
fact has only made their position worse, as the 
Republicans are cxercising terrorism over all 
those who support the Free State in many 
areas. In numerous cases the homes of these 
people have been occupied by bodies of 
strangers, who are said to be Roman Catholic 
refugees from Ulster, but are, as a matter of 
fact, Communists. The Red flag is flying over 
many a country house. 

“The lot of the poorer people who have had 
to fly is very bad, as they have arrived in 
London without means of subsistence, and are 
depending upon the charity of friends. A num- 
ber of these refugees have come together and 
have formed a Committee to look after their 
interests. It has been found. that the first re- 
quirement. is to ascertain the names and 
addresses of the refugees, and for that purpose 
a Central Bureau has been formed at 64 
Victoria street, Westminster, London, S.W. 
Offices have been taken with a recoption room, 
where they can weet and register their 
addresses, 

“It is requested that all those who have 

arrived from Ireland and may require assist- 
ance or advice, either in finding accommodation 
or in prosecuting their claims for compensation 
for their losses, should call at this office, or 
communicate with the Secretary.”’ 
“ The office will be opened on Thuraday morn- 
ing. If is suggested that this office should be 
run in connection with the ‘ Irish Leovalist De- 
fence Fund,’ which for eome time past. has been 
meeting the most urgent. and pressing cases. 
The offices of the ‘ Irish Lovalist Defence Fund ' 
are at 25 Victoria street, Westminster, 8S. W.”

The Coinmittes of Dail Eireann, appointed 


the Irish Republican Army. under a unified 
command, reassembled at the Mansion House, 
Dublin, yesterday afternoon, and concluded ite 
deliberations. Beyond this fact no hint was 
given regarding the outcome of the procced- 
ings. The Committee will make a report to the 
meeting of Dail Eireann to-day. 

The first session lasted from 3.30 till 6.30 
p.m. The Committee met again at 7.30, and 
at 9.30 adjourned vrtil 11 p.m. The meeting 
concluded a few minutes before midnight. 

At noon another conference was held between 
representatives of both sections of the Repub- 
lican Army. There were present :—General

O’Hegarty, and Commandant Liam Lynch, 
Commandant Liam Mellowes, Commandant

The Prince of Wales will land at Plrmouth 
on his return next month from his Far Eastern 
teur. te: 

The Renown,: with the Prince on board, will 
arrive in Plymouth Sound on the evening of 
June 20. Next morning the battleship will 
proceed up the harbour to Devonport Harbour, 
where His Koyal Highness will disembark at 8 
o'clock. Contrary to custom, the entraining 
will not take place inside the dockyard, but the 
Prince will. drive through the main streets. to 
North road Station, where he will entrain at 
8.30, thus enabling him to reach London in 
the early afternoon. 

It is understood’ that the Mayor and Cor- 
poration of Plymouth will meet the Prince when 
he disembarks. Details of the Prince’s brief 
stay at Plymouth are yet to be made.

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PRINCE’S FAREWELL TO JAPAN. 

The Prince of Wales left Kagcehimer, Japan, 
yesterday on board the Renown on his home- 
ward voyage. The thunders of a Royal salute 
and the enthusiastic cheers of a vast assembly 
marked the departure. 

His Royal Highness addressed a farewell 
message to the Japanese nation. from the Re- 
nown. He says that he bas achieved a long- 
felt ambition to visit the country whose tradi- 
tional friendship with Great Britain was a 
living reality, but that he was not prepared for 
the genuine’ -warmth of the welcome that he 
received. : 

“IT am well aware that this manifestation of 
friendship has been given me as my father's 
éon and as the representative of that other 
Island Empire which, though remote from 
Japan, has so long been intimately associated 
with her by the closest bonds, and with whom 
she has co-operated 60 loyally for the welfare 
of humanity.

BELFAST BANK. ROBBERY. 
ARMED MEN TAKE £300, 


Upwards of £300 was stolen yesterday from 
the markets branch of the Northern Bank, 
Victoria street, Belfast. Four armed men 
took part in the raid. They appeared to be 
of the corner boy type. One of them first 
entered the bank and asked for £1 of coppers, 
handing the cashier a pound note. He then 
left. A few minutes later the cashier heard a 
voice calling out, “ Put them up.” There were 
three men in the bank, all armed with re- 
volvers. A fourth was keeping guard outside. 

The cashier, having no alternative, obeyed. 
One of the men then came round the counter, 
and pocketed all the notes lying on the desk. 
Another man asked for the keys of the safe. 
Mr. Acheson, the relieving manager, said that 
the keys were in the head: office. 

The men said, “Put them out; this is the 
T.M:A.": and waved their -revolvers. They 
searched Mr. Acheson, and found a bunch of 
keys, which included one of the safe. Just 
then a customer came to the door, but seeing 
what was happening. he omnes away, followed 
by one of the armed men. ie latter did not 
return, but a respeciably dressed young man 
rapped the outside of the window, aan this 
apparentiy was the signal to retire. The 
raiders escaped with their booty in the direc. 
tion of Cromac square. 

A policeman on point duty thirty 
away did not notice anything unusual.

THE PRIMATE AND REUNION, 


It is evident that the anxicties and distrac- 
tions of the times through which we are passin 
have not damped the ardour or cooled the zea 
of the Church of Ireland: Many persons 
believed that we should have a very poor at- 
tendance at the General Synod this year. It 
was cheering to find that the attendance on 
the opening day was, if anything, larger than 
usual. 


The preliminary business of electing secre-. 
taries, etc., is usually a mere matter of form, 
to be hurried through as rapidly as possible in 
order that the President's address--the chief 
attraction of the opening day—-neav be reached 
the sooner. To-day, however, a contested elec-. 
tion of an Honorary Secretary to the ge 
of the present Bishop of ' Lim made a 
somewhat interesting diversion from the usual 
routine. Archdeacon Macmanaway set forth 
the merits of the Rev. C. K. Irwin, while Canon 
Kingsmill Moore put forward the claims of the 
Dean of Christ Church.

The speeches, perhaps, 
might have been shorter, as it soon became 
evident that the Synod, having fairly heard the 
claims of Northern and Southern Ireland re- 
spectively, was eager to get, the election over 
without unnecessary delay. Ín Mr. King Irwin 
an. able, experienced, and business-like Secre- 
tary bas been securgq.

AWAITING RUSSIA'S 
REPLY, 


Mr. Chamberlain read: to the House of 
‘Commons yesterday: the letter sent by 
Mr. Lloyd George to M. Barthou and 
the latter’s reply in. which . both states- 
men agreed that nothing was said in the 
course of Jast Saturday s conversations 
that would suggest that the Hniente had 
weakened. 

It- was suggested that a White. Paper 
giving the official minutes.of the conversa- 
tion should be laid before the House, but 
Mr. Chamberlain protested that such a 
course would be likely to prejudice future 
conversations on delicate matters of policy. 

The House was generally satisfied, and 
the matter was allowed to drop. 


ANGLO-FRENCH DENIALS. 
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LETTERS READ TO THE HOUSE. 


In the House of Commons ‘yesterday Mr. 
Chamberlan read, Mr. Lloyd George's letter to 
M. Barthou and the latter's reply (published 
yesterday), which assured the British Premier 
that the published report of the conversations 
in Genoa wae wholly inaccurate. 

Colonel Wedgwood suggested that a 
White Paper should be laid before the House 
giving the terms of the conversation which 
actually took place, but Mr. Chamberlain said 
that this wae undesirable. No shorthand note 
of the conversation was taken.. The letters 
effectively disposed of the melevolent and un- 
founded reports which had been circulated in a 
section of. the London Press. 

To publish the official mivutes of the meeting 
would be to establish an undesirable precedent 
which might tepd to impede the freedom of 
intercourse on subsequent occasions. 

Mr. Chamberlain said that he was always 
anxious to give the House. the fullest. possible 
information on matters: of policy and iis de- 
velopment, but when delicate negotiations which 
were of vital importance to the peace of the 
world were being carried on, the publication of 
minutes would be contrary to.the public in- 
terest. + , 

When the Prime Minister returned from 
Genoa he would take the House into his ¢on- 
fidence as fully as possible, 

Lieutenant-Commander Kenworthy suggested 
that the newspapers fhat had originated. the 
false reports should be suppressed. . 

Mr. Chamberiain—I do not think the kind of 
action suggested by my hon. friend is the best 
calculated to place those newspapers in their 
proper . proportion before . Furopean and 
public opinion outside this country. Here we 
know what they stand for, and bere we know 
some of the motives by which they are 
actuated. In course of time, public opinion 
abroad will become as instructed as we are. 

The House generally showed approval of Mr. 
Chamberlain's attitude, and the matter was 
allowed to drop.

The Special Correanondeal of the Press As- 
sociation telegraphed last ntight:—I am in- 
formed m Dies Russian’ Delegation that their 
reply to the memorandum is already drawn up. 
and that its general trend is known to the coun- 
tries concerned, though it will not be delivcred 
until to-morrow. 

Tt is evident from what T am told that the 
document is lengthy and argumentative. Ac- 
cording to Russians it deals with the general 
principles of the two economic systems in vogue 
in Russia and in capitalistic States, while leav- 
ing matters of detail to be settled subsequently, 
as they cogyest, by Commissions within the 
next fortnight. 

The Russians declare that it is prepared 
m @ spirit of conciliation, and góes to all 
possible Jengths in the matter of concession. 
The Russians contend that it comtaing proposals 
made by certain Powers with which they do 
not agree. 

The Russians sugegst the exclusion of poli- 
tical features introduced into the memorandum, 
hut hope that this will present. no. difficulty, 
as on the whole they have eudeavoured to 
build a bridge between two social and economic 
systems. 

They are animated by the utmost desire 
not to cause @ rupture of the negotiations, and 
they wish to arrive at a common understanding 
as far as it is possible, leaving it to evolution 
and common-sense to bring about a rapproche- 
ment in the course of time. ' | 

They declare that the trade agrement with 
England of a year ago, if not ‘wholly satisfac- 
tory, resulted mn the two countries being less 
far apart to-day, and exprése the hope that the 
new answer will bring them closer together. 

Genoa, they say, attempts to arrive at an 
understanding, and has already ‘done much in 
thet direction. The problems were extremely 
difficult, but Genoa has proved a great -help.

NUNS EXEMPT FROM SERVICE. 

When the Juries Bill as amended in Standing 
Commitiee was considered on resort in the 
House of Commons yesterday, Mr. HailwWood 
moved an amendment exempting nuns from eer- 
vice on juries., Mr. Grattan Doyle seconded. 

Mr. Shortt (Home Secretary) said that if the 
amendment was withdraw he would, on a later 
clause, accept an amendment exempting {gum 
service on juriea women who were avowed men- 
bers of a religious, Order and living in a con- 
vent or other religious community. 

This course was adopted. 

Mr. Devlin expressed his satisfaction that the 
Home Secretary had accepted the amendment 
exempting nuns from jury service. He’ said 
that not only was the irresistible justice of the 
matter one, of the reasons why the Home 
Secretary conceded the point, but Mr. O’Con- 
nor and he (Mr. Devlin), uninvited by: the 
movers of the amendment, bronght to bear on 
the Home Secretary all the pressure that a 
small but violent minority could command. 

In a matter of this sort the Minister ought 
to have. congulted the Catholic and other 
Churches, but neither his right hon. friend, who 
belonged to the Labour Patiy, nor himself was 
ever asked for his views. If it had not been for 
certain pressure which was brought to bear, it’ 
was possible that the Home Secretary would 
never have made the concession at all.

“ BELGIUM. CAN’ NEVER: 


FORGET.” 

Two hundred and thirty. guests, includ- 
ing two Kings and two Queens and all 
the elité of Belgium’s nobility, attended 
the great State banquet at the Palace of 
Laeken, given in’ honour of the visit to 
Belgium of King George and Queen Mary. 

It was a wondérful scene. Beautiful 
silver plates and golden goblets, with the 
Royal crest, laid ‘before each guest, re- 
flected the lights from gigantic crystal 
chafideliers overhead.

Phe session of the General Synod of the 
Church of Ireland was opened in the Synod 
Hall, Dublin, yesterday, the Primate of All 
lreland presiding. The proceedings were opened 
with the reading of a portion of Scripture and 
ne offering of prayer by the Bishop of Lime- 

The President nominated Mr. Justice Samuels 
as his assessor. 

The Rev. C. K. Irwin, Armagh, was elected to 
the clerical hon. secretaryship, rendered vacant 
through the clection of the Dean of Christ 
Church to the Bishopric of Limerick. The 
other honorary secretaries were re-elected. 

Che President opened his address by referrin 
to the losses that the Synod had suffer 
through death during the last year. Then he 
spoke about the state of Ireland (his remarks 
ou this subject are reported on_page 5) and 
dealt with the reunion of the Churches.

The attitude of the Lambeth Conference 
marked a very important change in the history 
of Christianity. In former times the purpose of 
a confession of faith was. in effect, to put 
forward definitions om all ihe great theological 
questions whith conld be raised in connection 
with Christian belief. The result was every 
creat confession became a spiritual explosive, 
vending the organism of the Church into frag- 

ents. In cOnsequence all Churches were ani- 

ated by a spirit of exclusiveness. The effect 
the Lambeth proposals as regards doctrine 
as to take them back to the original eim- 
pleity of the Gospel of Christ. Exactly paralle] 
was the effect of the Lambeth statement as to 
nature of the Church and its ministry. 


BROKEN, BUT STILL EXISTS,

‘imple and comprehensive were the pringiples 
involved. : 

Critics of the appeal objected to the absence 
of definition, quite failing to see that the only 
‘ay im which they could obtain unity was by 
refusing to frame definitions on questions about 
which there was certain to be differences of 
epinion, and those who raised objections did 
not venture to say that these questions were 
fundamental. In this connection they came to 

e very heart and soul of the whole subject. 
Was unity compatible with Christian liberty? 
Was it possible only in a Church in which the 
mind of the believer was shackled by authority 
on every conceivable question of theological 
interest or importance ? 

Surely their religion was not intended to be 
an intellectual prison-house. It was the action 
of those who thus shackled Christianity which 
inade it to be regarded as the adversary of 

uman thought, so that every advance in 
science had to be won in the teeth of ecclesias. 
tical opposition. The real conflict was between 

ence and dogmatic conceptions which, as 
they mow discerned, were no part of 
Christianity. If the vision of the Lambeth 
appeal could be realised, the result would be a 
world-wide Church, holding fast to the great 
essentials of the Gospel of Christ, and at the 
same time including within ifs bounds men of 
the most diverse types of culture and of 
thought, and also erecting no barrier against 
the progress of the mind of man in its search 
for truth and for the amelioration of the condi- 
tions of human life. That was surely the 
vreatest need of .the world. (Applause.) -

DISCOVERY OF ISOTOPES. | Xi 

“In the course of the great advance which iss 
has been made in the last decade in our know- 
ledge of the constitution of matter, two closely 
related facts of the first importance have 
emerged. We know now,” said Dr. H. 
Poole, in the course of a lecture at 
the Royal Irish Academy on “' Isotopes,’’ “ that 
an ‘atom,’ instead of being the indivisible unit 
which the name implies, is in most cases a 
highly complex system, which is apparently 
built up of only two fundamental units—protons 
and electrons, as the units of positive and 
negative electricity are called. We have also 
discovered the hitherto unsuspected fact that 
atoms which are chemically identical iaay differ 
in mass, and that many so-called elements con- 
sist of mixtures of two or more such varieties 
of atoms. . 

““Such various species of a single element are 
known as isotopes, since they occupy the same 

lace in the periodic table of the elements. 
‘They were first recognised among the radio- 
active elements by the difference in radio- 
active properties of atoms which are chemically 
identical. The common lead, some of which is 
of radioactive origin, was found to consist of 
at. least two isotopes. The : 
among the non-radioactive elements by the 
ositive ray method, chiefly developed by Sir 
Seseph Thomson and Dr. Aston in Cambridge, 
has removed one of the outstanding difficulties 
in atomic theories by showing that all atomic 
weights are approximately whole numbers, the 
apparent occurrence of fractions being due to 
mixtures of two or more isotopes. 

“The minute variations from the whole 
number rule, which occur, certainly in the case 
of hydrogen, and probably in most others, imply 
the existence of a vast store of energy to which | 5. 
we may hope some day to discover the key, thus 
unlocking a supply compared with which all our 
present sources are insignificant. It is also pos- 
sible that here, at last, we may have a clue to 
the famous problem of accounting for the source 
of the heat of the sun.”

Complaints had been made by business people 
in the street that their customers found it in- 
eonvenient, and in some cases difficult, to enter 
their shops ening to the way in which the 
street traders displayed their goods for sale.

TO PRISON. 


FORCIBLE ENTRY INTO 
HOUSE.

A eentence of six months’ imprisonment was 
assed by a city Republican Court yesterday on 
Patrick McGuirk, an Alderman of the Dublin 
Corporation, for having forcibly entered and 
taken possession of a small room at 21 Mountjoy 

uare. ; 
SM he defendant was sentenced to a further 
term of three months' imprisonment, the sen- 
tences to run ernoerenty for having disobeyed 
a Court order requiring him to pay £2 a week 
for the maintenance of. his wife and three 
children. 

Flizabeth Kuphal, who was also charged with 
McGuirk with taking forcible possession of the 
premises in Mountjoy square, was sentenced to 
threé moypths’ imprisonment. 

The d itions which were taken at a pre- 
vious Court were read, and evidence was given 
by Officer Hughes, of the Republican Police, to 
the effect that he had examined. the premises at 
Mountjoy square and found windows and a door 
broken. He estimated the total damage at £10. 

Mr. Long, who appeared for the prosecution, 
said that, with the depositions previously made, 
the evidence in the case of breaking and enter- 
ing was now complete. The second charge 
against McGuirk was for disobedience to the 
order of the Court in respect of the mainten- 
ance of his wife and children. For over twenty 
weeks no money had@ been paid to his wife by 
McGuirk. 

Mrs. McGuirk deposed that her husband had 
been living away from her for a considerable 
period. She had no income, and had to sell 
some: furniture to pay off some of her debts. 
She had got an order from the Court on Feb- 
ruary 20 requiring her husband to contribute 
£2 per week to her, but nothing had been paid 
to her under the order, 

McGuirk now pleaded that, on account of his 

osition in the Clerical Workers’ Union, he had 
Mai unable to secure work. It was not his 
wish to disobey the order of the Court. 

The jusigges, Mesers. O'Reilly and Foghludha 
and Mrs. O'Shea Leamy, imposed the sentences 
already stated.

NITRATE RAILWAYS COMPANY. 

The meeting was held yesterday at Win- 
chester House, London, EC Sir Robert 
Llarvey, who presided, said that owing to the 
severe depression in the nitrate industry the 
results of the past year’s working were ex- 
tremely disappointing, a loss of £5,494 being 
shown. After charging this and other items to 
the net revenue account and taking credit for 
income tax recovered, interest, ete., the balance 
of £100,430 brought forward from the previous 
year was reduced to £63,704. This sum the 
directors proposed to carry forward, the pay- 
ment of a dividend being quite out of the 
question. While he preferred not to be opti- 
mistic in forecasting the results of the present 
year, he thought the year 1925 should show a 
marked improvement, but it must be borne in 
mind that to a very large extent any recovery 
ia the nitrate industry depended apes real im- 
provement ali round in thé fnarkets of the 
world. A year ago he mentioned that the ques- 
tion of an increase in their present tariff rates 
was one of vital importance to the company, 
and if any further proof of the need for a 
revision of rates were required it was provided 
by the results of the working during 1921. They 
could not continue to work at a loss, and, even 
if they obtained some relief from cheaper fuel 
and the gradual decline in the cost of materials 
generally, they had still to see that their share- 
holders received some reasonable return on their 
invested capital.
